There will be no beer or 
wine served at the Canada 
Day family festivities in Sim- 
coe Park in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake organized by the town’s 
Rotary Club. 

A request by the club to 
provide alcohol service for 
the first time in a fenced-off 
area at the back of the park 


was unanimously rejected by 
town council Monday. 

"There will be no huge tent, 
no people getting rowdy... 
no rock bands or mosh pits,” 
said Paul Lalonde, who is 
chairing the event. “I believe 
you can trust the Rotarians to 
do it the right way.” 

He said it is "first and fore¬ 
most a family event” as it has 
been for the past few decades 
with several children’s activi¬ 


ties planned, along with the 
cakewalk. 

However, Lalonde said not 
everyone who attends the event 
has a family. He also noted that 
the Jazz Festival held last sum¬ 
mer at Simcoe Park was per¬ 
mitted to serve alcohol. 

“They’re here for the 
beauty, the history and the 
wine,” said Lalonde. 

He said the club does not 
expect that serving alcohol 


would generate any money 
at the event due to set-up 
costs and the hiring of two 
police officers. 

Jim Alexander, a director 
of the Friends of Fort George, 
argued against the Rotary 
Club’s request. He said fam¬ 
ilies have always been able 
to celebrate Canada Day at 
Simcoe Park free of charge 
from morning until evening. 

He said more tourists are 


now participating in the fes-

We can all be vulnerable to scams 


W fe know it all 
too well: there 
are fraudsters 
out there waiting to take 
our money. 

There are many 
different scams 
heading our way, and 
repeated warnings 
from police, generating 
media stories about 
how not to be taken in. 

We read them and we 
think, not me. That’s so 
obvious. How do people 
actually get sucked into 
such nonsense? 

We expect the elderly 
to be targeted, and 
to be vulnerable. We 
never think it's going to 
happen to us. 

But a Niagara-on- 
the-Lake woman with a 
distinguished career in 
publishing and a long 
history of volunteerism 
- an officer of the 
Order of Canada, for 
heaven’s sake, with 
her astuteness in 
business mentioned 
as one of the reasons 
for the award-was 
taken in recently. She 
was told a story that 
sent her emotions 
into overdrive. A 
family member was 
in jeopardy, and of 
course, she was asked 
to help. And so she did. 

And discovered, 
after she had sent 
money, there was no 
emergency. Her family 


member was perfectly 
fine. She was the victim. 
She’d been scammed. 

It’s not easy to admit 
to being taken like that, 
when we're warned so 
often of the dangers, 
and we think, no, it 
couldn’t happen to us. 

To all who know this 
strong, wise woman, 
a senior, yes, but 
certainly still sharp as 
a tack, it may come 
as a surprise that her 
emotions, her love of 
family, in this situation, 
clouded her thoughts. 

But what it should 
really tell us, as her 
husband, who knows 
her best, says, if it could 
happen to her, it could 
happen to any one of us. 

Thank you, Donna 
Scott, for having the 
courage to not only 
speak out, but put your 
name to what happened, 
so the warning to the 
rest of us comes directly 
from you. 

She was taken in 
by a variation in the 
successful grandson 
scam, although in her 
case it was her stepson, 
who she believed 
needed her help. 

It’s successful 
because it tugs at our 
heart strings, but there 
are many others: these 
days, one of the most 
common we’re hearing 
about is the Canada 


Revenue scam. 

This one plays to 
our fears. Individuals 
receive an aggressive 
and threatening phone 
call from someone 
posing as a worker with 
the CRA saying if they 
don’t pay money owed, 
they will go to jail. 
They’re given such a 
short time to pay before 
their impending arrest, 
they arrange the money 
transfer, even if they’re 
sure they don’t owe it. 

or lottery scam, it will 
sound too good to be 
true. It is. 

If it’s an online 
scam that begins 
with your bank, 
looking like legitimate 
correspondence, 
asking for information 
- ask yourself why the 
bank would email you 
looking for information 
they already have. 

It could be a dating 
scam, it could be one 
related to your religion 
or cultural group, it 
could be a sales pitch - 
and the best way around 
it is to ask the advice of 
someone you trust. 

It’s awful to think we 
have to be so paranoid, 
so distrustful, but there 
are many people who 
make a living out of 
scamming, and it’s not 
just the elderly who get

Propagation Ban and 
Sampling of Plants 
Susceptible to Plum Pox Virus 


Between May and October 2016, the Canadian Food Inspection Agency 
(CFIA) will be inspecting selected rural and residential properties in 
the Niagara Region, to sample susceptible trees for the Plum Pox Virus 
and/or to verify compliance with the propagation ban that is in place. 
This means that property owners may see CFIA inspectors on their 
property. 

The Niagara Region is currently under federal quarantine. Regulations 
are in place to prevent the spread of plum pox virus outside of the 
quarantine area. Plum Pox Virus is a serious plant disease that threatens 
Canada’s stone fruit industry. It does not affect human or animal 
health. 

Plants that are susceptible to the virus include apricot, nectarine, 
peach and, plum trees, and some ornamental shrubs such as purpleleaf 
sandcherry. 

A ban on propagation is in place. This ban prohibits anyone in the 
Niagara quarantine area from producing trees and plants that are 
susceptible to the virus. This includes producing trees and plants from 
seed, cuttings, grafting or any other method.
